FOOD SERVICE APPEAL TO TEE STUDENTS AND MOUNT COMMUNITY: 

The Food Service has lest over $500 in china and silverware during the 
last few months as a result of some of our students' negligence. This practice 
of taking china, silverware, glassware or utensils out of the dining room 
must stop. It is causing great financial distress to the College. Food costs 
will increase for everyone and we will be paying for the indulgences of a few. 
Plastic plates, cups and utensils will be furnished to you at mealtime--just 
ask. 

In order to further keep food costs down for you, we also ask that you 
take only one serving at a time. You may come back for seconds, thirds, etc., 
but please only one at a time. The food waste in the dining hall is enormous. 
Just watch the trays coming through to the dishwasher some evening. Ail this 
waste costs you in increased prices. 

Please remember that your meal tickets are not transferable and feeding 
non-paying guests is not fair to anyone. We have always done our best to please 
you and your guests, but in order to do this we need your cooperation and 
support. 

To speed up the serving line, please do not stand and talk to our employees 
or to your other friends. The quicker the line goes through, the less time you 
will have to stand in line, waiting for your own meal. Also, to prevent traffic 
jams, do not enter from thi "exit" door at the end of the line. This just makes 
things more confusing for others in line. 

It has also been brought to our attention that some students have been 
coming to the kitchen when it is closed. This violates Health and Safety regu- 
lations. 

Our final request is that with both resident and commuter students we 
intend to form a Food Service Committee to meet with us once a month to let us 
know how you feel about your Food Service and to offer any suggestions. If you 
are interested in becoming a member of this committee, contact Ata or Cleant as 
soon as possible. In this way we hope to acquaint you with your Food Service 
and simultaneously give you a role in making any responsible changes that are 
necessary. We hope that you will use this committee to help us to help you 
enjoy your meals at the Mount more fully.

FINANCIAL CLEARANCE INFORMATION 

Prior to February 8, 1983, the Business Office will notify the Registrar that you have 
financial clearance if you have: 

By February 7, paid in full or made arrangement for deferred payments and paid 25% of 
your bill. 

Before you pay your bill you may deduct from the total, the amounts of awards listed on 
your Spring Financial Aid Award Letter. If you do not yet have your award letter, or if 
any awards are estimates, you may not deduct these amounts and you must arrange for 
deferred payments. Only GSL (Guaranteed Student Loans) monies which have been applied 
to your Spring account may be deducted. 

If you have NDSL, Keck, Leavey, Jones or Nursing student loans, these must be signed in 
the Financial Aid Office. A notice of completion will be sent to the Business Office. 

The following dates have been set aside by the Business Office to facilitate the process of 
obtaining financial clearance: 

Freshmen and Sophomores January 24, 1983 9:00 - 2:00 

Juniors and Seniors: January 25, 1983 9:00-2:00 

Part-Time, Graduates, and all others: February 7, 1983 9:00 - 2:00 

A deferred payment note may be arranged by appointment with Sister Edward Mary (Ext. 237), 
in the office of the Director of Business and Finance for the following days: 

December 2, 3, 6 - 10, 13, 14. 
A $20.00 late fee will be charged after February 7, 1983. 

NOTE: Failure to make payments for tuition, fees, fines, or other amounts owed the College 
when they fall due, or to arrange for such payments before their delinquent dates, is con- 
sidered sufficient cause to 1) bar the student from classes or examinations, 2) withhold 
diploma, scholastic certificate, or transcript of records, and/or 3) suspend the student.

The date on which notice of withdrawal is received by the Registrar/Business Office is used 
to calculate the amount due. All charges are .due and no refunds are made for fees and in 
cases of suspension or dismissal.

3) Must be willing and able to contribute at least 10 hours of work 
per week in the summer (meetings will be kept to a minimum) 

B. Student Orientation Service (S.O.S. ): 



Number of positions available: 35-45 including 7-10 team leaders 

Specific job responsibilities: to initiate contact with new students by 
phone, by mail, or face-to-face regarding details of orientation schedule; 
to attend various scheduled work days in the summer to make phone calls 
and help with orientation mailings (sorting, folding, stuffing, labeling, etc. 
to maintain contact with 3-8 new students during the summer and fall semester 
and to help students move in and become acquainted with the college; to 
provide campus tours and to provide support and assistance in implementing 
the Orientation program. Members of S.O.S. are the most visible peer 
counselors responsible for welcoming new students to the Mount Community. 



Specific team leader responsibilities: Team Leaders coordinate 5-7 
S.O.S. members; serve as liaison to the Orientation Committee during the 
summer; act as resource persons for S.O.S. members regarding programs, 
policies, procedures, and services; assist with training of S.O.S. members. 

Team leader applicants must meet the following requirements: 

1) must have thorough knowledge of the college 

2) must be willing to contribute working hours during the summer 

3) completed "Introduction to Peer Counseling" class or its 
equivalent
